T he governm ent had information of 
the intended m ovem ent and adopted 
defensive 
measures.

perse m eetings, and Mahmoud Muk- 
helm Pasha, com m ander of the F irst 
arm y corps, issued a rigorous order to 
fire upon attach es of mosques or civil­ 
ians if necessary. 
It was this order, 
as already mentioned, that led to the 
mutiny. 
At dawn the soldiers, led by a cor­ 
poral and Kurt Hodja, a m em ber of 
th e M oham medan union, seized the 
parliam ent house and telegraph of­ 
fices. 
They r u t the wires and a rre st­

the bridges which w ere sw ung open 
for an hour to prevent a m ovem ent 
from Ferra. a suburb on the north 
side of the golden horn. 
They then

exception of four battalions and some 
artillery at th e w ar office, had m u­ 
tinied. 
The parliam ent wras now in 
the hands of th e m utineers, who had

It an­ 
nounced th at the m utinous troops had 
been pardoned, and th at they could 
return to their barracks and the peo­ 
ple to their occupations. 
The an­ 
nouncem ent was received with enthu­ 
siastic cheers for the sultan. 


Adopted 
Defensive 
Measures. 
The governm ent had inform ation of 
the Intended movement and adopted 
defensive 
m easures. 
Officers 
were 
notified to be prepared forcibly to dis­ 
perse meetings, and Mahmoud Muk- 
heim Pasha, commander of the F irst 
arm y corps, issued a rigorous order to 
fire upon attaches of mosques or civil­ 
ians if necessary. 
It was this order, 
as already mentioned, th at led to the 
mutiny. 
At dawn the soldiers, led by a cor­ 
poral and K urt Hodja, a member of 
the Mohammedan union, seized the 
parliam ent house and telegraph of­ 
fices. 
They cut the wires and arrest­ 
ed 
several 
officers. 
They captured 
the bridges which were swung open 
for an hour to prevent a movement 
from Ferra. a suburb on the north 
side of the golden horn. 
They then 
killed two officers belonging to the 
committee. 
W hen Hilmi Pasha, the grand vizier, 
arrived at the porte he found his m in­ 
isters assembled and learned 
th at 
nearly the whole garrison, with the 
exception of four battalions and some 
artillery at the w ar office, had mu­ 
tinied. 
The parliam ent was now in 
the hands of the m utineers, who had 


surrounded the buildings and wore 
demanding the dism issal of the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The 
m utineers, 
however, 
adm itted deputies, sixty-five of whom 
entered the cham ber and spent the 
morning in trying to bring about a 
peaceful settlem ent with the troops. 
It was not long before the m uti­ 
neers were joined by other battalions, 
some of which came from Pera. ITilrpf 
Pasha, fearing to undertake the re­ 
sponsibility of ordering an attack on 
the revolutionists, proceeded to the 
Yildiz Kiosk and tendered his resigna­ 
tion as grand vizier. 
Later in the day, Deputy Arstan, on 
entering parliam ent, was attacked by 
troops and m ortally wounded, 
\1ah- 
houd M ukhtar ordered a troop of lan­ 
cers Into parliament, square, but they 
fired In the air. wounding one or two 
persons. 
Soon after this the m inister of Jus­ 
tice was killed by soldiers when on 
Ms way to Pera. 
The m inister of ma­ 
rine, v-hp was with him, was wound­ 
ed In the leg by a bayonet. 
At 4 o’clock Ismail Kemal Bey and 
five deputies went to the palace and 
urged the sultan to call Kiamil Pasha 
to form a cabinet as the only means 
to rave the situation.

The Palm er building, a four-story 
brick structure devoted to m anufac­ 
turing interests, at Main and Gibbs 
streets, was the starting point of the 
confl a g r a tia 
Spread over ^ 
wide area, and then jum ped nearly a 
mile and started a second series of 
fires. 
Churches Destroyed by Fire. 
Buildings destroyed, In addition to 
about fifty residences, were the Pal­ 
m er building, Temple B erith Kodesli, 
F irst Reformed Church of America, 
the W ard apartm ents and First Ger­ 
man Luther Zion church. 
The St. Pe­ 
te r’s Presbyterian church, the Palm er 
lum ber yards and several small firms 
on Main street w ere damaged. 
Several firemen w ere injured by 
falling walls or were overcome by 
smoke, but none was seriously hurt. 
For a time there was a panic among 
the residents, who believed the city 
was doomed. 
The fires broke out so frequently 
In the northeastern p art of the city 
th at 
companies 
could not be dis­ 
patched to all of them and volunteer 
brigades helped In keeping down the 
fire loss. 
From the Palm er fire the sparks car­ 
ried a mile and set the F irst Reform 
Church of America ablaze, complete­ 
ly destroying it. 
Little attention was 
paid to the new fire a t first, but soon 
alarm s sounded from half a dozen 
boxes in the same vicinity. 
From house to house, through street 
after street, the fires leaped, burning 
buildings on Chatham, Baden, Oregon, 
H arrison and Kelly streets and Hud­ 
son avenue, until the stand by the 
firemen at Kelly street was success­ 
ful.

am ended so th a t it stated definitely 
th a t no on** should be considered a 
crook under th a t section unless he j 
had been actually convicted of some 
crim e nam ed in th a t section and if he 
did not get into som e lawful occupa­ 
tion within th irty days. 
T his was to j 
give released prisoners a chance to 
reform and get to work before they 
are arrested as vags. 
E v en with this 
am endm ent th e re w*cre objections to ; 
it. and John Lennon said th a t it did j 
not give them a chance to go an y­ 
w here except to the graveyard or the 
s**a. 
J. P. Sclh w anted to strik e out the 
section m aking v ag ran ts of habitual 
d run kards 
who 
refused 
to 
support 
th eir families. 
He said 
it was al­ 
ready covered by the p resen t laws, but 
W ells said th a t under th e p resent laws 
he could not be a rre ste d except when 
drunk. 
Those Liable to Arrest. 


T he hill now allows the a rre st as 
v ag ran ts of persons w ithout any vis­ 
ible lawful occupation, habitual d ru n k ­ 
ards guilty of non-support, 
persons 
with infectious diseases contracted in 
places 
of 
debau chery 
who 
require 
charitable aid, beggars, “street walk- 
crs,” m ales who assist p ro stitutes in 
gettin g 
business 
or 
live 
habitually 
w ith them , and known crooks. 
T h e house repassed the anti-ciga­ 
rette bill with th e sen ate am endm ents, 
which will m ake the bill effective Aug. 
1 if the governor signs it. 
T he senate killed the resolution by 
F. 11. Peterson providing for possible 
Injunction proceedings by the atto rney 
general ag ainst the A rm ours. 
T he resolution instructing the a t­ 
torney general to look into the possi­ 
ble dam age was killed, 50 to 12. 
It 
w as preceded by several bunches of 
m ore or less fervid oratory on a sub­ 
ject of which many of the sen ato rs 
w ere tired. 
Senator Peterson sought 
to protect the state university, and 
w as opposed 
by Senator W llsoa of 
M inneapolis and others. 
Senatorial 
courtesy 
w as 
torn 
to 
sh ie d s in tin* state senate when the 
country m em bers stood shoulder to 
shoulder and forced the passage of the 
bill requiring the installation of safety 
devices for passenger elevators. A fter 
S enato rs D urraent, W ilson and l.ay- 
bourne had spoken strongly for the 
three big cities, declaring in unm is­ 
tak ab le te rm s th a t the large cities 
carry elevator passengers at the ra te 
of over 5,000,000 a year w ithout a se­ 
rious accident, the country m em bers 
turn ed loose and denounced th e city ! 
m em bers for m eddling in th e affairs 
of th e country and carried the bill 3.“» 
to 23.

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New Attorney General Different 
From His Predecessors. 


NEWSPAPERS ON THE ALERT 


Head of the 
Department of Justice 
Favors an Open 
Door Policy and 
Will 
Keep 
the 
Reporters 
Busy. 
Some Characteristics of the Man. 


When Attorney General George W 
Wick era ham entered upon his official 
duties at the Department of Justice 
in Washington recently it was at once 
evident that for the next four years ; 
there is to be an Attorney General of an 
entirely new kind. 
Of course everybody know that it 
would be a novelty to have an Attorney 
General who had never had anything 
to do with politics, much less held office, 
and who w*as known solely as an eminent 
lawyer in private practice. 
Mr. Knox 
occupied a similar position, but even 
he had had more to do with public 
affairs than Mr. Wickersham, and of 
the others in recent years Mr. Griggs 
had been Governor of New Jersey, Mr. 
Moody xvas a Congressman from Massa­ 
chusetts, and Mr. Bonaparte had beer, 
prominent in politics for years. 
B ut it becam e evident th a t Mr. W ick­ 
ersham w as to be a new kind of At­ 
torney G eneral in other respects. T hat 
so rt of prem onition or prevision that 
ru n s th ro u g h W ashington h ad been 
busy for some days before he cam e. 
This so rt of sub terranean telegraphy 
is a well-known phenom enon in W ash­ 
ington, and Its accuracy Is frequently 
surprising. 
Men who had never seen 
W ickersham and 
knew 
hardly a n y ­ 
thing ab ou t him w ere saying, “T here 
will be som ething really doing a t the 
D epartm ent of Justice now.” 
T his premonition or prevision is not 
a joke. 
Its strength may be gathered 
from the fact th a t several new spapers 
which had hitherto left the Depart- 
I m ent of Justice uncovered assigned re- 
porters to cover It, and to begin as 
soon as Mr. W ickersham got there. 
Mr. W ickersham prom ptly declared 
the open-door policy. 
H e assembled 
. the new spaper men on a Monday ami 
said to them, “ H eretofore my clients 
have been individuals and corporations. 
In performing my duties to them I 
have said nothing to outside persons 
about their matters. 
“Now my clients are the people of 
the United States from Maine to Cali­ 
fornia, and my new clients should be 
kept informed about my conduct of 
the interests which have been placed 
by them in my charge. 
I shall do it 
through you. They are your clients, 
too, and an incorrect statem ent by any 
of you will do harm to your clients and 
mine. 
Let us work together.” 
These were not his exact words, but 
they are near enough to them. 
They 
did more than anything else to confirm 
j the impression already gained th at a 
new kind of Attorney General 
had 
; come to Washington. 
It wns characteristic of him, and 
especially of his direct way of going 
I straight to the heart of a tiling. 
If 
one were asked to sum up his character 
j and methods in a sentence the words 
i “directness” and “clarity" would have 
to be in it. 
i 
His methods as a lawyer illustrate it, 
and are different from those of most 
| lawyers of prominence. While he never 
gives an opinion unless he is thoroughly 
posted on the subject , the opinion, when 
it does come,comes with all the decisive­ 
ness and brevity of a shot from a gun. 
There are no “ifs” in it, no “ands,” no 
“buts.” While 
the average lawyer 
gives an opinion with qualifying phrases, 
such as “on the other hand," or “in the 
event that so-and-so happens,” Mr 
Wickersham leaves no saving clause. 
At the age of 50 Mr. Wickersham is 
a good deal like Edward H. Harrim an 
in appearance. 
He is short not quite 
so short as Harrim an—being about five 
feet six and one-half— and has the H arri­ 
man nervous energy, the clear Harriman [ 
sight, the Harrim an eyes, the quick, 
vigorous Harriman manner. 
His m an­ 
ner of speech is quick and easy. 
Ho never loses his temper, and in 
tho most trying emergencies is suave 
and cool. 
He takes everything evenly 
and never gets upset. 
He has a sense 
of humor and can take a joke, even 
when it is on himself, and is good at 
repartee, though he is not a story-teller. 
His personality, in a word, may be de­ 
scribed as magnetic.---New York Times.

Senato r Aldrich will m ake a brief 
sta te m e n t to the senate wrhen It m eets 
T hu rsd ay In which he will explain 
th e absence of revenue producing fea­ 
tu re s In am en dm ents to the house hill 
already reported. 
H e does not expert 
to talk for more than half an hour. 
T he message from the house asking 
that the Payne bill be returned for a 
correction of th** petroleum schedule 
will be received T hursday. 
In view 
If the fact that the bill had been re 
ferred 
to 
the 
finance 
com m ittee, 
j am ended and reported back to the 
senate, it is not likely that the bill 
1 will be perm itted to go back to the 
house. 
Senate leaders tak e the posi­ 
tion th at th ere is no necessity for the 
return of the bill to the house as tie* 
finance co m m ittee intends 
to offer 
am endm ents on the floor to th e pc- 
trob'iim schedule, which will entirely 
efface th e e rro r w hich crept into the 
bill at the tim e it was passed by the 
house.

St. Paul, April 14.—The so-called 
"vag bill,” which the Minneapolis po­ 
lice department has been pushing, 
passed the house after some severe 
amendments proposed by R. J. Wells 
had been adopted. 
The chief fight was over the sec­ 
tion which permits the arrest of any 
pickpocket, thief, burglar, “yeggman” 
or confidence man for vagrancy if he 
is 
found 
loitering 
around 
depots,

The aim was to give 
the police power to arrest or send out 
of town known crooks before they 
committed any crime. 
Wells had it 
amended so that it stated definitely 
that no one should be considered a 
crook under that section unless he 
had been actually convicted of some 
crime named in that section and if he 
did not get into some lawful occupa­ 
tion within thirty days.

give released prisoners a chance to 
reform and get to work before they 
are arrested as vags. 
Even with this

This premonition or prevision Is not 
a joke. Its strength may be gathered 
from the fact that several newspapers 
which had hitherto left the Depart­ 
ment of Justice uncovered assigned re­ 
porters to cover it, and to begin as 
soon as Mr. Wickersham got there. 
Mr. Wickersham promptly declared 


j the open-door policy. 
He assembled 
i the newspaper men on a Monday and 
i said to them, “Heretofore my clients 
have been individuals and corporations. 
In performing my duties to them I 
have said nothing to outside persons 
about their matters. 
“Now my clients are the people of 
the United States from Maine to Cali­ 
fornia, and my new clients should be 
kept informed about my conduct of 
the interests which have been placed 
by them in my charge. I shall do it 
through you. They are your clients, 
too, and an incorrect statem ent by any 
of you will do harm to your clients and 
mine. Let us work together.” 
These were not his exact words, but 
they are near enough to them. 
They 
did more than anything else to confirm 
the impression already gained th at a 
new kind of Attorney General 
had 
come to Washington. 
I t was characteristic of him, and 
especially of his direct way of going 
straight to the heart of a thing, lf 
one were asked to sum up his character 
and methods in a sentence the words 
“directness” and “clarity” would have 
to be in it. 
His methods as a lawyer illustrate it, 
and are different from those of most 
lawyers of prominence. While he never 
gives an opinion unless he is thoroughly 
posted on the subject, the opinion, when 
it does come,comes with all the decisive­ 
ness and brevity of a shot from a gun. 
There are no “ifs” in it, no “ands,” no 
"buts.” While 
the average lawyer 
gives an opinion with qualifying phrases, 
such as “on the other hand,” or “in the 
event that so-and-so happens,” Mr 
Wickersham leaves no saving clause. 
At the age of 50 Mr. Wickersham is 
a good deal like Edward H. Harriman 
in appearance. 
He is short—not quite 
so short as Harrim an—being about five 
feet six and one-half—and has the Harri­ 
man nervous energy, the clear Harriman 
sight, the Harrim an eyes, the quick, 
vigorous Harriman manner. His man­ 
ner of speech is quick and easy. 
He never loses his temper, and in 
tho most trying emergencies is suave 
and cool. 
He takes everything evenly 
and never gets upset. He has a sense 
of humor and can take a joke, even 
when it is on himself, and is good at 
repartee, though he is not a story-teller. 
His personality, in a word, may be de­ 
scribed as magnetic.--New York Times.

Payne Tariff Bill for Correction. 


House Members Take Statements 


About the Aldrich Amendments With 
• Grain of 8alt. 


Washington, April 14.—Before the 
senate meets on Thursday there will 
be a session of the finance commit­ 
tee to determine whether minority 
members will be ready to take up gen­ 
eral debate on the tariff bill on that 
day. From informal discussions of 
the bill between Republicans and Dem­ 
ocratic members indications are that 
the minority will ask for an extension 
of time until Monday of next week. If 
they should do so, their request would 
bo- granted by the Republican senate 
leaders. 
Senator Aldrich will make a brief 
statement to the senate when it meets 
Thursday in which he will explain 
the absence of revenue producing fea­ 
tures in amendments to the house bill 
already reported. 
He does not expect 
to talk for more than half an hour. 
The message from the house asking 
that the Payne bill be returned for a 
correction of the petroleum schedule 
will be received Thursday. 
In view 
lf the fact that the bill had been re­ 
ferred 
to 
the 
finance 
committee, 
amended and reported back to the 
senate, it is not likely that the bill 
will be permitted to go back to the 
house. 
Senate leaders take the posi­ 
tion that there is no necessity for the 
return of the bill to the house as the 
finance committee intends to offer 
amendments on the floor to the pe­ 
troleum schedule, which will entirely 
efface the error which crept into the 
bill at the time it was passed by tho 
house. 


Stricken O ut by Committee. 
That portion of the bill to which 
the words “and its products” are to 
be added by the clerk of the house 
have been stricken out by the senate 
committee and it would be necessary 
for the senate to amend the correc­ 
tion desired by the house. 
It is there­ 
fore thought to be an unnecessary 
waste of time to return it. 
In the house, the statem ent that the 
Aldrich amendments to the Payne bill 
tend to increase duties on luxuries 
and reduce them on necessities is 
taken with a grain of salt. 
It is point­ 
ed out by Republican members of the 
ways and means committee that the 
necessities which are reduced are 
spices and cocoa, which the ways and 
means committee made dutiable for 
revenue purposes. 
On the other hand, 
corn, wheat, barley, rye and other ag­ 
ricultural products, many of which 
are used on the breakfast table, have 
been greatly increased. 
While the In­ 
creased duties of cheap gloves and 
hosiery have been taken off by the 
senate finance committee the general 
opinion prevailing in the house is 
that the amendment to restore the 
Dingley rates is intended partly at 
least, for use in conference. 
Several other changes made by the 
senate committee are interpreted in 
the house to be for the purpose of ob­ 
taining satisfactory compromises when 
the bill is in conference. The strik­ 
ing out of the retaliatory provision on 
Turkish tobacco and the restoration 
of the Dingley schedule on wool are 
suggested as offering possibilities in 
this respect.
